REDEYE 

Not to panic you, but some of the cool- 
est festivals in the country are headed our 
way Are you ready to represent Chicago’s 
style? We’re not talking North and South 
side pride (no Cubs or Sox gear, please) — 
we mean Coachella-caliber, world-is- 
watching fashion. No pressure. 

For a little guidance, we checked in with 
some of the city’s top style-setters to find 
out how to look hot and stay cool at Pitch- 
fork, Lollapalooza, North Coast and every 
street fest in between. The takeaways? 
Comfort can be chic, unisex is super sexy 
right now and gladiators are finally losing 
their grip on summer footwear. 

Stay at the top of the class with tanks 
and crop tops with fringe or tribal prints, 
which Akira stylist Dana Patti said are hot 
for both tops and dresses this summer. If 
midriffs aren’t your thing, try a tank with a 
loose, open neckline or a lightweight cot- 
l^n tunic]that you can cinch with a thin 
belt— keep your eyes peeled for lengthy 
ones that can be wrapped several times 
around the waist. When looking for bot- 
toms, Patti recommended keeping skirts 
flowing as opposed to tight and suggests 
a high-waisted safari short with some ac- 
cents on the pockets. “Balance it out,” she 
said. “If you have some sort of print on 
top or a crazy shoe, the rest of the outfit 
should be neutral or solid.” 

Though maxi dresses haven’t made 
their exit quite yet, this summer’s ver- 


sion has the hemline raised a bit, just 
above the ankles. The key to looking hot 
while staying cool in a dress? Keep your 
hemlines classy ladies. “Watch the length 
with dresses,” said wardrobe stylist Annie 
Barlow of Julie Watson Style. “So often 
we see dresses that are so short, and we 
need to be cognizant of that.” 

As for men, fitted graphic tees and 
striped tanks are staples for staying 
comfortable throughout the day without 
sacrificing style. For color, try oranges, 
yellows and maybe some turquoise. “If 
they want to go a little bit bolder, try 
color blocking, with a bold color on a 


bold color,” Patti said. Avoid jorts— jean 
shorts with a manufactured hem— at all 
costs. Instead, go the DIY route to make 
your own cutoff jean shorts, keeping the 
length at knee level or just above. 

Accessories, on the other hand, are re- 
freshingly unisex, Chicago style blogger 
and freelance writer Monica Dimperio 
said. Few items make more of a statement 
than sunglasses — and you’d be crazy to be 
outdoors all day without them. Dimperio 
likes Clubmaster styles (aka Malcolm X 
glasses) for both men and women. But 
beware the BluBlockers and any kind of 
Oakley sunglasses. “People need to pre- 


tend those don’t exist,” Dimperio said. 

Also unisex and practical: this year’s 
fest-going footwear, bags and hats. For a 
long day on your feet, Dimperio suggest- 
ed Toms, Sperry Tbp^Siders andKeds — 
not Teva sandals. (Reminder: Phish’s an- 
nual festival is not happening here.) Carry 
water, sunblock and a blanket in a vintage 
leather backpack— a really of-the-mo- 
ment look for men and women, she said. 
But there’s one item Dimperio said works 
for no one: “Don’t wear a fanny pack to a 
festival— or ever.” 

Always wanted an excuse to wear a 
hat? Festivals give you a summer’s worth, 
starting with unisexy fedoras in straw 
and lightweight fabrics. “For a minute I 
thought fedoras were going to go away, 
but they’re hotter than ever,” Dimperio 
said. Even hotter, she added: Panama 
hats, with a wider brim than a fedora. 

For the ladies— wait, it’s Pride Fest 
weekend, anything goes— make a bold 
statement by wearing your hair in a head- 
wrap or scarf, said Tiffany Dean, owner of 
Chicago Chop Shop salon in Humboldt 
Park, who likes cool-colored fabrics in 
the summer. Another way to keep your 
hair up: braids. And Dean has a tip for 
when you’re not sure where or how your 
hair will wind up by fest’s end: “Have a 
pocket of bobby pins.”

In this year’s most promising storyline, a mousy 
Wiccan named Marnie (Fiona Shaw) cajoles her 
ramshackle coven— including Lafayette (wonderful 
Nelsan Ellis) and his boyfriend, Jesus (Kevin Alejan- 
dro)— to become a circle of power necromancers. 

(A necromancer, by the way does more than just see 
dead people.) 

Series creator Alan Ball’s addition of witches to 
the “True Blood” brew might not sit well with those 
viewers who complained last season that the series 
took off on tangents, what with all the vampire kings 
and queens, werewolves, backwater werepanthers 
and, in the season-ending cliffbanger, Sookie’s 
“family” of fairies. 


Sorry but I was giddy with laughter when Sookie 
disappeared in a poof of pixie dust. “True Blood” 
works best when its freak flag flies— as long as its 
core characters are along for the ride. 

The season premiere takes them on a rollicking 
roller coaster. Since HBO already has released the 
first eight minutes online. I’m not spoiling by telling 
you that Sookie finds out her fairy godmother (insert 
groan here, but I love it) and all the other spirits are 
not as sweet as they seemed. 

Back home, Sookie’s brother, Jason (Ryan Kwant- 
en), is babysitting the panther people. Tara (Rutina 
Wesley) has a new love and a slamming new gig. Sam 
(Sam Trammell) is working on anger issues with a 
shifter named Luna (Janina Gavankar). Wolfman 
Alcide (Joe Manganiello) still is hunky Sookie’s ex, 
vampire Bill (Stephen Moyer), has raised his profile 
in this post-Russell Edgington world. 

And boy, does vampire sheriff Eric (Alexander 
Skarsgard) have a surprise for Sookie. Skarsgard, 
sexier than ever, stands out in the episodes I’ve seen. 
Eric smirks, schemes and smolders like always, but 
he also shows a surprising amount of innocence and 
vulnerability What kind of spell is he under?

Brunch on the river

When a brunch menu includes a section 
dubbed “hangover helpers,” it’s pretty safe 
to assume the staff knows how to party So 
when Bridge House Tavern, the recently 
opened bar and eatery in the former Flat- 
water space, launched 
its brunch service a few 
weeks ago, I dropped in 
to see just how well the 
dishes could help soak up 
our Saturday night over- 
indulgence. 

“Crowd=country club/ 
old. Also, tourists ... ” 

That’s the text message 
my friend sent from the lobby while waiting 
for me to arrive. Though Bridge House draws 
a lively after-work crowd during the week 
for its stellar riverside patio, it’s no wonder 
it seems to be serving mostly out-of-towners 
on the weekend, given the number of nearby 
hotels. 

“Whafs up, Sunday?” Maybe it was the 

hurried way in which my friend and I ordered 
two bloody marys as we pulled up our chairs 


to the bar that gave it away, but our bartender 
had no problem relating to our partying ways. 
She still seemed to be raging herself, actually, 
considering she randomly poured us shots 
of pineapple vodka, shouted the beforemen- 
tioned greeting to Sunday and later lost (and 
found) my credit card. 

Thank heaven for fries. 
The menu jumbles togeth- 
er a handful of standards 
(pancakes, French toast, 
eggs Benedict, omelets) 
with a few unexpected 
twists (huevos rancheros, 
smoked trout hash, biscuits 
and gravy topped with 
bacon) and a lot of stuff that just doesn’t 
seem to belong (shrimp cocktail and a wedge 
salad, for example). The “Tavern Fries” ($ 8 ) 
fall under a short list of shareables and were 
delightfully crispy perfectly salty and served 
with not one, but four sauces for our dipping 
pleasure. Maybe not so brunch-worthy but 
they were delicious. 

Too bad the rest of the food didn’t live up. 

The Bridge House Benedict ($io) was so-so. 


with fairly well-seasoned eggs and ham with a 
creamy hollandaise and blah-tasting pota- 
toes that were probably not worth the price 
tag. Pancakes ($io) and eggs were similarly 
standard, but we’d rather drop that kind of 
money on food someplace where the bar- 
tender isn’t constantly promising to “hook us 
up” with more ketchup. 

Bottom line: The riverfront patio and 


service were memorable, but the food just 
wasn’t. If you’re in the area and in need 
of some standard breakfast fare (or a shot 
before 3 p.m. on a Sunday), then by all means, 
stop by But with so many other brunch 
choices in the city I wouldn’t recommend 
making a special trip.

It’s a good thing seventh-graders aren’t that eager to learn: 
Their teacher, Elizabeth Halsey (Cameron Diaz), would 
rather smoke a bowl or embezzle 
Bad Teacher money from an Illinois school to 

finance her planned breast enhance- 
ment. Also a priority for this foul- 
mouthed, unabashed gold digger: 
Keeping a rich substitute teacher 
(Justin Timberlake) away from an overachieving colleague 
(Lucy Punch) and deflecting the advances of a gym teacher 
(Jason Segel) because, well, he’s a gym teacher. 

The buzz: Yes, yes, Diaz and Timberlake used to date. 
Whatever. “Bad Teacher” could be a chance for “The Of- 
fice” writers Gene Stupnitsky and Lee Eisenberg to atone 
for their obnoxious “Aear One.” Or it could be “Bad Santa” 
meets “School of Rock” or something. 

The verdict: Surprisingly likable for a movie populated by 
idiots and jerks. Is “Bad Teacher” a choppy mess of incon- 
sistent characters and repulsive-but-not-quite-outrageous 
behavior? Or a sexy funny collection of one-liners delivered 
by people who know how to keep rudeness from becoming 
cruel? It’s both. Luckily Diaz spikes the nastiness with truth 
because some kids just don’t learn from basic, generic lessons.

The verdict: The only message here is that 
any behavior is appropriate as long as you’re 
being yourself, which is just not true and a 
strange lesson to offer kids. “Cars 2” is an emo- 
tionally absent action flick that overcompen- 
sates for forgettable characters and annoying 
car-related puns. I mean, Brent Musberger is 
Brent Mustangberger and London’s Big Ben is 
Big Bentley ha! matt pais is redeye’s movie critic.
